The supplies that are consumed atthe table by 
the guests are drawn by President Arthur from the 
United States army commissary, and even the drugs 
and medicines used forthe members of his family 
are obtained on requisitions from the army dispen- 
sary. At his brilliant entertainments Mr. Arthur 
employs colored clerks, messengers and laborers 
who are on the pay roll in the various departments 
as waiiers, without extra pay. To the minds of 
most people it would appear that a salary of $50,000 
a year ought to enable a man to pay at 
least for his domestic servants, as the Government 
makes provision for everything else and the fact 
that Congress failed to make provision for Presi- 
dential cooks and lackeys indicates pretty clearly 
that the representatives of the people 2 that 
the incumbemt of he White Hous ould defray 
the cost of such attendants. reguiating their number 
and cost to suit Nr and his purse. But it 
remains for . Arthur to venture on 
a strictly new departure in this con- 
nection, and while receiving high credit for 
his royal generosity, to saddie the whole 
cost of it upon the people who never authorized it.

Lonpon, May 20.—The Times, in confirming the re- 
port that France agreed not to interfere with the 
African International Association in the Congo in 
consideration of the promise of the association, 
in case it wishes to withdraw, to cede its possessions 
to France, says: “It would be difficult to imagine a 
more glaring contrast than between the negotiations 
of the African International Association with 
America and of the same association with France. 
The recognition of the association's flag by America 
was obtained by the announcement of the broadest 
and most catholic policy. The association repre- 
sented itself as a benevolent trustee, the foster 
mother of the free African States, yet to be estab- 
lished in the interest of humanity. The French 
agreement, however, finds the association under- 


taking to hold territory if it can, and otherwise giving | 


to France the right of pre-emption. What was a 
trust for humanity thus becomes private specula- 
tion. The pledges of commercial freedom to all 
nations are entirely dropped, leaving France to 
enter possession unpledged. Free trade may be re- 
placed at any moment by French protective tariff.

COPIAH AND WASHINGTON. 

The independent citizens of Copiah County 
have reviewed the recent trial in which WHEEL- 
ER was acquitted of the charge of murdering 
MATTHEWS, and there is no doubt that the trial 
was a farce. In the existing state of society in 
that part of the country there is no such thing 
as obtaining a fair trial for a political murder, 
or for any crime which is committed in the’ in- 
terest of political rivalry. 

But it should be borne in mind that Copiah 
County is poor and sparsely populated. It is 
oneof those unfortunate outlying districts in 
which old feelings of violence survive, because 
the growth and progress of the more recent 
years have not yet reached it. But if we are to 
judge it by the disgracefu) result of this one 
trial, it is no worse than Washington City, the 
center of the Nation, the seat of our political 
authority. 

There is no stronger moral or legal proof of 
the guilt of WHEELER for the crime for which he 
was indicted than there is of the guilt of the 
Star-route thieves for their crime. Indeed, in 
case of a murder trial there is always an element 
of doubt, whereas, in the case of the Star-route 
thieves, their guilt was as clearly proven as 
any human evidence can prove any fact, yet 
they escaped. They were acquitted, not by a 
rustic court in a backwoods county, but in the 
Nation’s capital, within a stone’s throw of the 
tribunal of the Supreme Court itself. It was 
not a little group of veteran Ku-Kluxers and 
night-riders who formed public opinion gbout 
their court. They were surrounded by the public 
departments, by the Senate and the House, by 
the Foreign Legations, by corps of correspond- 
ents of all papers in all parts of the world. A 
million eyes looked on; all ears heard the testi- 
mony, all minds judged the case. The unan 
imous assent of the world convicted the thieves, 
and yet they were acquitted. Why? 

Because party spirit, which is blind and sav- 
age in Copiah County, is putrid with corrup- 
tion in Washington, and there is no such thing 
as enforcing justice or punishing crime in 
Washington in cases in which the rascals are 
connected with the party in power. This has 
been proved not once, but in a dozen cases. 
Large thieves and small thieves. alike escape. 
Contract swindlers, pay swindlers, Star-route 
swindlers, perjurers, money-package thieves, 
whisky ringsters, naval extortionists, land- 
grabbers, false witnesses, and all the scum and 
ruck of corrupt officialism are safer in Wash- 
ington than a political murderer is in Copiah. 

Let us condemn Copiah, but let us not be 


| guilty of the absurd nonsense of getting excited 


over an isolated and exceptional crime com- 
initted in an out of the way corner of the coun- 
try, and then willfully shut our eyes to the inso- 
lence of crime which holds possession of the na- 
tional capital and of the authority of the Gov- 
ernment, and which defies decency because it 
knows that it can count on the Government to 
protect it from all danger. Copiah is a linger- 
ing remnant of a fast disappearing spirit of 
barbarism, but in Washington, the power of 
the thieves grows stronger with the continu- 
ance of the party whose rule placed them in 
power, and this growth will continue until a 
change is made in Washington. 


CORPORATION LANDLORDS. 

The Globe-Democrat advocates the defeat of 
any legislation restricting the purchase or pos 
session of land by corporations in any quantity 
whatever. Doubtless some of the proposed 
legislation on that subject should be promptly 
voted down. Senator PLUun's bill, for in- 
stance, should meet with a crushing defeat, but 
for reasons the very opposite of those assigned 
by the Globe-Democrat.

PLVun's bill makes an ostentatious display of 
restricting cérporation land monopoly, while at 
the same time it removes existing restrictions, 
and is really a measure to facilitate and legal- 
ize the acquisition and holding of land in mort- 
main by great corporations. True, it forbids 
foreign corporations, 10 per cent of whose stock 
is held by aliens, to acquire any land whatever 
from the public domain. But it provides 
that other corporations may acquire not 
exceeding five thousand acres each, and it 
expressly provides that railroad corporations 
shall be excepted from this restriction as to the 
quantity of land they may acquire and hold.

restrictions by mortgaging the land or by sham 
sales to other corporations and syndicates com- 
posed of their own stockholders. And now 
comes this Piumb bill to facilitate such frauds, 
to convert a mere leasehold or limited estate 
into a perpetual fee simple, and to aid and 
legalize, in a covert manner, the very land- 
grabbing processes that are rapidly turning our 
entire public domain into the baronial estates 
of allied corporations. 

To permit this thing to go on with the sanc- 
tion of law is contrary to all the traditions of 
our race and to the policy of our Government. 
From the time when the Abbey and Church 
lands of England were expropriated, English 
and American laws have jealously guarded 
against any extension of the area of land in 
the dead hand” of corporations. They have 
been restricted to limited estates in small quan- 
tities of land, strictly limited in amount to the 
necessities of some specific use, and they have 
rarely been treated as lawful landlords for pur- 
poses of cultivation or speculation. Just at 
this time, when “Cattle King” corporations and 
railway grant monopolists are rapidly exclud- 
ing the individual buyers and settlers from every 
spring and pool and running brook, and from 
every arable section in our vast public domain, 
we cannot join our Republican neighbor in sup- 
porting this new baronial organization of soci- 
ety, with its mortmain land monopoly.

The Municipal Assembly has shown itself 
more ready to fix aday for adjournment than 
it has to get itself ready for adjournment by 
disposing of the business before it.

OFFICE-HOLDERS BEWARE. 
The civil service law provides a fine of $5,000 
and a five years’ term in the Penitentiary for 
any Senator, Representative or Territorial 
Delegate in Congress, or any officer or employe 
of either House, or any executive, judicial, mil- 
itary or naval officer of the United States, or 
any clerk or employe of any department of the 
Government of the United States, who shall be 
convicted of soliciting or receiving, directly or 
indirectly, or of being in any manner concerned 
in soliciting or receiving any assessment, sub- 
scription or contribution for any political pur- 
pose whatever, from any officer, clerk or em- 
ploye of the United States, or from any person 
receiving compensation from any moneys G 
rived from the Treasury of the United 
States. 

This law, it will be seen, applies to voluntary 
contributions as well as to assessments, ‘‘for any 
politica] purpose whatever,” including,of course, 
such legitimate campaign expenses as brass 
bands, torch-light processions, posters, etc. It 
applies to postmasters and other Government 
officials or employes serving on local political 
committees as well as to the Congressional cam- 
paign committees, and it simply makes them all 
liable to fine and imprisonment if they are in 
any way concerned in the collection and ex- 
penditure of any moneys- derived fram the 
Treasury of the United States for any political 
purpose whatever. 

Since the Republican party machine has usu- 
ally been composed chiefly of the very persons 
forbidden by this law to raise money as Re- 
publican campaign funds have heretofore been 
raised, there will have to be a new sort of cam- 
paign organization on that side or great trouble 
will harass the pap-sucking patriota.

It is probable that the vote of Illinois will show a 
decided increase next November. This supposition 
is sustained by the fact that the voting population of 
the State will be fully 100,000 more than in 1880- 
The aggregate vote of 1872 was 420,076; that of 1876 
was 554,066, and that of 1880 was 621,752, The same 
ratio of increase would make the vote this year over 
700,000. If this immense increase should go largely 
in one direction, it would easily wipe out or double 
the Republican majority.

Commercial and Tributary Interests 
of Galveston, Texas, 


The Deep Water Problem—Rapid and Substantial im- 
Galveston as a Popular Res ort--The Beach 


™ GaLveston, Texas, May 7.—Very few people have 
an adequate idea of the importance in 
the few words, the principal city of Texas,“ while 
if we were to say the metropolis of England or the 
largest city in the German Empire it would seem to 
be at the outset something remarkable, but when 
the reader studies the map, ascertains the immen- 
sity of area comprising the State, the magnificence 
and munificence of its crops, the variety of ite re 
sources and the characteristics of its enterprising 
people, the “principal city“ riseg to the dignity 
of a metropolis and a long look ahead cannot fore- 
tell its possibilities, although in the dim vista of the 
future, when the State shall be thickly settled, yield- 

ing a revenue twenty times as large as at the pres 
ent, the same proportionate increase may be 
looked for in population and business of its leading 
cities, 

GALVESTON LIKE NEW YORK CITY. 

Ina number of prominent features the city of 
Galveston is similarto New York. It is situated 
upon the east end of Galveston Island, which is 
much larger than Manhattan, being about 27 miles 
long with an average breadth of two and one-half 
miles. It lies northeast and southwest parallel with 
the main land, is separated from it about eighteen 
miles by West Bay, a sheet of water two mi “ in 
width, which is shallow almost its entire area. 
tween the east end ot the island 
and Bolivar Peninsula is a p 8 
about two miles wide at mean low ti 
which constitutes the inlet from the gulf to the tidal 
— formed by Galveston, East. West and Trinity 


There are 451 square miles area in the four bays 
but the harbor proper is confined to Galveston and 
Bolivar Channels, with an area of three and one-half 
aa miles, and a depth 2 from eighteen to 
ty-seven feet. This harbor coul eagily accommo- 
date 400 deep draft vessels, allowing abundant sea 
room. At the present time the wharf fronta 
available is about 7,200 feet in length, but this co d 
be more than doubled at a moderate expense. ~ 

Thus Galveston is the wache seaport of this im- 
mense State, and so admiraBly situated in this re- 
spect that no change can ever be effected in that re- 
gard. The year ending oe 1, 1883, was 
the most prosperous in her histor 35 while 
the progressiveness was shown by the rapid 
and permanent improvement in building 
and commercial facilities. The volume of trade in 
genera] merchandise has shown a decided increase 
over any former year, competent judges averaging 
it at 2344 per cent. advance. The amount of cotton 
reaching the ocean at Galveston has almost doubled 
durin the year, and, from the fifth position in 
1881-2 has attained that of 

THE SECOND PORT IN THE UNITED STATES, 
being exceeded only by New Orleans. In direct 
fore gn n exports of cotton Galveston ranks third, be- 
ing ed by New Orleans and New York. The 
tota — of the State of Texas shows an incre@&se 
over the prevtous year of 634,456 bales, and of this 
increase Galveston has received nearly two-thirds. 
The total receipts to September 1, 1888, were 868,104 
bales, 420,244 bales more than the previous season. 
The receipts up te April 24, 1884, were 584,184 bales, 
ainst 775,384 bales this time last season, but the 
falling off is due to a poor crop, the receipts being 
materially lessened in all parts of the United States. 
“For rapid handling and careful stowage Galveston 
takes rank with the leading ports of the country, 
while the system of inspection and superoision exer- 
cised by the Cotton Exc hange places her in jhe front 
rank of ports so far as the condition of cotton 
shipped is concerned and has tendedto make the port 
a favorite with manufacturers and cotton men 
abroad.“ 

About the only other export is cotton seed oll cake, 
the total footing for the year mentioned being B2 
cargoes or parts of cargoes, being 205,725 sacks val- 
ued at $580,801. There was some movement in su- 
gar, molasses, flour, hides and wool, but largely by 
rail and to supply the demands of a trade throu “4 
out the State which has been and is constantly 
creasing and extending. Galveston is the 24 
market for all grain grown in the State, 
but it is only within the past year 
that the subject has received more than what might 
be termed spasmodic attention. Now, the entire 
crop of Nicaraguan wheat which is grown in the 
State can be handled and exported from here, while 
arrangements have been made to handle the corn, 
oats and other grain. Farmers in Texas are 500 
miles nearer tide water than those of Kansas and 
Nebraska, and when they come to a competing basis 
the exports of grain from this port will be materially 
increased. 

THE FOREIGN IMPORTS 

A resume of the imports of the year ending Sep- 
tember 1, from the Galveston News special edition, 
shows a marked increase, over the preceding 89350 
They consisted of bananas and plantains, 
bunches; empty barrels, 22,346; cement and plaster, 

4,770 barrels; coal, 28,508 tons; coffee, Rio, 69,! bags

It is almost impossible to predicate the growth of 
the next few years for this city, but some idea may 
be obtained by observing the extent of country 
tributary to it commercially and by looking into 
the intricacias of the remarkable railway systems 
radiating from it which serve the double — “pdr of 
bringing to the port the ey of the fertile soil 
for export and taking the interior towns and 
cities the large amount of goods consumed by their 
resident populations. 

There 1 much truth in the observation that the 
railways make the country for by their construction 
and. operation the consumer is brought into close 
juxtaposition with the dealer, and tben a 
rapid interchange of commerce is affected. 
Land which was worthless is made valuable and the 
productive power of the country is developed ina 
remarkable degree. 

No State in the Union has shown potter An rove- 
ment during the last four years in this than 
Texas. At least 50,000,000 acres have 5 Fe ov reclaimed 
and her population and wealth have almost doubled. 
The coming of these great railwgys indicate the un- 
bounded confidence which is expressed and felt by 
capital in the future of the State, and the constant 
addition of short lines and feeders will continue to 
increase the already tremendous traffic.

coming back to America; therefore he natural- 
ly says pleasant things of us.” 

But we prefer not to take this courteous, gen- 
erous work in that way. We prefer to take it 
just as it is, without any ill-natured suspicions. 

The book is an account of Mr. Irving and 
Miss Terry’s tour of America, from New York 
westward and back again. Mr. Irving writes 
in the preface: 

This book is the outcome of a desire to 
chronicle in a lasting form some of the events 
of a tour which your kindness has made a de- 
light to Ellen Terry and myself. Before leav- 
ing London I ventured upon a prophecy that in 
journeying to America we were going amongst 

riends. ‘The ‘prophecy has been fulfilled. 
* * l can but trust that I have not erred 
in expressing for publication some passing 
thoughts about a country which has excited my 
profound admiration, and which has the high- 
est claims upon my gratitude.” 

Mr. Hatton is Dr. Busch to the Bismarck of 

the occasion. The book eannot better be de- 
scribed than that. There are whole paragraphs 
that sound as though they had caught their very 
tone from “Our Chancellor.” It is odd, this 
accidental resemblance. One thing is assured, 
however—the reader will gather from these 
mages a higher, gentler estimate of Irving and 
Miss Terry as human beings than he had be- 
fore. As artists they need nothing more. We 
know them already. Of their kindliness, their 
cheerfulness in trying situations, of their 
thoughtful care of members of their troupe, 
however, we catch constant glimpses ever and 
anon throughout this book. 

Of the author’s inimitable way of saying flat- 
tering things, may be given as illlustration a

Then, again, afterwards; Mr. Busch asks the 
actor where now, really, has he enjoyed the 
most agreeable, sociable hospitality in the 
United States. He answers: |

The 
Lotos dinner—that was glorious, eh! How 
well Whitelaw Reid spoke! and Mr. Depew, 
Dr. Macdonald, Gen, Porter, Mr. Oakey Hall— 
everybody, in fact. A great gift to be able to 
express your thoughts well standing up in the 
presence of others! Then the Lambs Chub. 1 
felt their reception as a very pleasant thing, 
because there were so many actors present. I 
think I got weil out of the speech-making there 
by adopting Florence’s written oration. That 
amused me greatly, and I think Florence en- 
joyed it as much as the others. Well, those are 
two of the New York events. I am endeavor- 
ing to think of them in their order, categorical- 
ly. The breakfast which Mr. Joseph Harper 
gave me at the University. Club—what a rare 
lot of men! Mr. George William Curtis struck 
me as one who might be very eloquent as a 
speaker.” 

„He is.“ 

“So I should have thought, and he talks of 
the stage with the unsophistication of ene who 
knows nothing about it mechanically, but is 
full of the romantic and poetic spirit of it.“ 

Miss Terry is pressed into servi@s and made 
to say how charmed she is wit h us, too. After 
her journey to Boston; 

Said Miss Terry the next morning, when I 
saw her at the Tremont House: Oh, yes, I like 
the traveling. Itdid ngt tire me, Then we 
had such lovely cars. Bt how different the 
stations are compared with ours! No platforms! 
You get down really upon the line. And how 
unfinished it all looks—except the cars, and 
they are perfect. Ob, yes! the parlor car beats 
our first-class carriage. I shall like Boston 
very much, though I never expect to like any 
place as well as New York.” 

But even an actor who is winning gold and 
olden triumphs in a country must draw the 
ine somewhere in his enthusiasm. Miss Terry 

drew it on our heated rooms. She said she 
didn’t object to the climate if we would only let 
it alone. But when there was a cold snap, that 
she enjoyed and went out in an open carriage, 
Ne York ladies would be muffed up in close 
broughams.” And when she went back to the 
hotel again: 

„An English hothouse,where they grow pine- 
apples—that is the only comparison | can think 
of. And their private houses! How the dear 
people can, stand the overwhelming heat of 
them I don’t know.” 

If this sweet, sparkling woman were to pass 
a few winters here she would undoubtedly. find 
out. That stinging cold which pierces to the 
marrow-bones is different from British cold. 
But the company grumbled throughout in a 
good-natured, way at-the heated rooms and rail- 
way cars, which on Che.occasion drew from an 
American at a railway station the remark that 
if an Englishman were to go to the North Pole 
he would complain of the heat. 

Here is a bit of dignified, innocent English 
which is too good to be omitted: 

„The habit of letting Out walls and buildings, 
roofs of barns and sides of houses for the black 
and white advertisements of quack medicine 
venders and others & a di rement of the 
land which every English visitor notices with 
regret, and lovers of the picturesque, Ameri- 
cans and English, grow oy te angry over 
the disfigurement of the Hudson by these 
money-making Goths and Vandals.” 

It’s odd, but that very thought has occurred 
to persons this side af the Atlantic.

ut after they get waked up, Mr. Hatton is 
really rather astonished to find there is no row- 
dyism among the newspapermen. The inno- 
cent! If he only knew it, there are no more 
refined and courteous, generous men alive thar 
n men of the best class. Though we 
say it that shouldn't say it, they are the salt of 
the earth. And as to being interesting, witty 
company, bless you, there isn't the like of them 
anywhere for that. Such is the fact, and one 
feels bound to state it. 

Mr. Hatton evidently found the press fiend 
not so black as he been pain He evi- 
dently bestows on reporters the highest praise 
within his capabilities when he says they look 
as “harmless and sociable as any company of 
English journalists.” He remarks: 

These gentlemen of the press who are going 
out to meet Irving are reporters. Socially — 
occupy the lowest station of journalism, thoug 
their work is of primary importance. Intel- 
lectually they are capable nien, and the best of 
them write graphically and with an artistic 
sense of the picturesque. They should, and no 
doubt do, develop into accomplished and power- 
ful journalists, for theirs is the best of educa- 
tion. They study mankind; they come in con- 
tact with the most prominent of American 
statesmen ; they talk with all great foreigners 
who visit the United States; they are admitted 
into close intercourse with the leading spirits of 
the age; they are travellers, and, of necessity, 
observers. ” 

The reporters meet Irving and Miss Terry on 
shipboard. Then one young man, metaphoric- 
ally speaking, puts his foot init. He wishes to 
think of something nice to say to Miss Terry. 
This is what he hits on: 

“If you had a message to send home to your 
friends, Miss Terry, what would it be?“ asks 
reporter No. 1—a more than usually bashful 
young man. 

The question is a trifle nnfortunate. 

„Tell them I never loved home so well as 
now,” she answers, in her frank, impulsive way. 
She turns her head away to hide her tears.

Mr. Irving’s universa disposition to praise us 
is a new kind of philosopher's stone that turns 
everything to gold. He hears that New York 
is a strict Sunday-keeping city, and he is glad 
of it, because Sunday is the actor’s only day of 
rest. He finds the grea: actors’ of America 
speak English very muc as he does; our trot- 
ting horses he cannot su ficiently admire. For 
charming simplicity and sweetness this bit is 
delicious: 

„Have you no trotting-horses now in En- 
gland?” 

“Nothing like yours, and no light vehicles 
such as yours. I could only think of the old 
chariot races as I watched the teams of mag- 
nificent trotters that rushed by me like the 
wind. I hear you have a fine race course at 
Chicago, Our friend Hatton told me long ago 
about seeing the famous Maud S. make her 
great time there.” 

What renders this all the more touching is 
that Mr. Irving is talking t., a Chicago jour- 
nalist” when he says it. Mr. Hatton is sure, 
AM a little later on, when he goes West 
that 

“In the journalistic literature of modern 
criticism there is nothing better han some of 
the essays of Irving and his art that 71

THE CHAMPION LIAR, 


A Balloon Voyage Which Was Never 
Heard of Before. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Every time*I look at the North Star,” said 
the Nautical Cop, it makes me feel pale. It is 
all on account of a balloon experience I had in 
1863. Lou probably remember that mammoth 
air-ship built in Hong Kong to take a tri 
across the Pacific. I was there at the time, an 
the owner of the balloon engaged me at a sala- 
ry of $1,000 a week to accompany him in his 
perilous voyage. It was a bright summer 
morning, | remember, and an open lot on the 
outskirts of the town was filled with two hun- 
dred thousand people to see us make the start. 
The aeronaut got into the car first, and I fol- 
lowed him with two native servants, who 
carried our provisions, 

The signal was given to start and the ropes 
were cut. The immense bag of gas, with its 
human freight, shot up into the air like a rock- 
et. In twelve minutes we were 6,000 feet above 
the earth. In twelve minutes more we had at- 
tained a height of 10,000 feet. The revolution 
of the globe was then plainly perceptible. At 
8 o’clock in the evening we had beaten all pre- 
vious records, and were sailing through the 
clouds at the frightful rate of sixty miles. The 
professor, who was black in the face but very 
enthusiastic, suddenly announced his intention 
of attempting to get beyond the attraction of 
gravitation. I at once demanded an increase 
in salary, and he saw the raise and made it 
$1,500, 

„All our ballast had been thrown out, 
and, as the balloon had ceased to rise, it 
was necessary to make the car lighter, so 
we pitched one of the servants over the 
side, giving him a cook book to read on his way 
down. Up shot the balloon another mile. 
Then it became stationary again, and the other 
fellow had to be disposed of in the interest of 
science. I dropped him ont very carefully, be- 
cause he was a very nice man and generous to 
a fault. Up and up went the balloon, until we 
had reached én elevation of 118 miles. 

“The Professor saw that we were about to 
stop again, and — asked me to step out 
— let him continue the voyage alone. e re- 
fused, however, to further increase my pay, 80 
I took him by the heels and let him drop over. 
Then I sailed the airship for the next three 
days on my own hook very satisfactorily.” 

„Where did you land after making this ter- 
rible trip?” aske.. the listener. 

‘‘Believing that my salary was a generous 
one, I permitted the Professor to take his ba- 
rometer along with him,” said the Nautical 
Cop.

A Pneumatic Tube Nearly One Hun- 
dred Miles in Length. 
From the Chicago Tribune, 

The Canal Commissioners have granted the 
privilege to Mr, J. W. Beach of this city, to la 
a pneumatic tub along the line of the linole 
and Michigan Central Canal from Chicago to 
La Salle. The invention was patented by Mr. 
Beach in November; 1882, and he made 
ments with a railroad company to put it in 
operation along the line of its tracks, but for 
some reason this — 1 — denied. 
The enterprise which Mr. 4 — to in- 
—4— will be known as the noʒma 
Transportation Company, which will be com- 
posed, he says, of substantial 1 It is 
the intention to transport, not only packages 
and letters, but also grain. Mr. Beach is very 
sanguine as to the success of his project, and 
says that eventually he will ext bis lines to 
St. Louis by way of Peoria and Springfield. 
The tube between here and La Balle Will 
ninety-nine miles in le and sev- 
enteen inches in diameter. The motor 
will be compressed air, and the 
inventor claims that a speed of ten miles a min- 
ute can be attained. Both points from which 
the material is sent are to be provided with a 
device which will force the air into fhe tube at 
a pressure of 10Q pounds or more to“ the square 
inch, and at either end will be attached a re- 
ceiver, a little distance from which a break will 
be arranged in the pipe, so as to break the force 
of the article when received, Provisions are 
made for receiving the matter at intermediate 

ints by disjointing the tubes, both ends being 
ae rede in air-tight receives Regular time- 
tables will be arranged, and at the start but one 
tube will be in operation. Mr. proposes 
to organize his company as soon as possible and 
begin operations. He has received a letter from 
Westminster, Eng which states that a simi- 
lar tube between the House of Commons and 
the Central Telegraph office—a distance of two 
miles—has been in successful operation for 
some time. N

VANDERBILT AT LIVERPOOL. 


He is as Yet Unable to Comment on the New 
York Panic. 

Lrverroo., May 2.—Wm. H. Vanderbilt landed 
this afternoon and procéeded to London. Mr. Van- 
derbilt informed a newspaper representative that 
his information regarding the New York panic was 
incomplete, therefore he was not able to comment 
upon it.

A Talk With a Photographer About 
Instantaneous Processes.

Two Handy Little instruments — Hon the Finder and 
the Shutter Work Together—What Can be Done in 
Quick Shadow Catching. 


“This is just the one thing we have . lacked in in- 
stantaneous photography.” The one thing” re- 
ferred to was an instrument resembling in shape a 
common microscope, and it was in the hands of Dr. 
J. Murray Jordan of Philadelphia, who is the pho 
tographer for the New York Graphic in the Courier- 
Graphic car which will start soon for Old Mexico. 
Dr. Jordan is a young man not more than 22 years 
of age, and besides being a practical photographer 
is a graduate in medicine of the University of Penn- 
1 He devoted some attention to photogra- 
phy as a pastime, and, taking a liking to it, gave his 
attention to the study and has taken 
sev rizes at n and Phila- 
delphia. or a year past he has been 
in the Bermudas nod | in Florida photographing for 
the Graphic, and was chosen to accompany the 
Mexico expedition. 

“You see,“ he continued, “heretofore in in- 


over the camera, nag 
in the center of the glass the shu 

dropped, and the object was photographed or not, 
according to the correctness of the operator's judg- 
ment, or or bad luck. Sometimes only half 
of the object was secured in the negative and many 
vexatious failures were the consequence. Now this 
little instrument greatly simplifies matters. It is 
f to the top of the camera and whenever the 
object is represented in the middle of this instru- 

it is in the middie of the 
lens of the camera and ou can 
tell exactly when to drop the shutter. t is called 
the finder and has only been out a few weeks. 
Take a look through it.” The reporter glanced 
through the “finder” aud passing objects 
were thrown on the second glass of the 
instrument just as the lens throws them on the 
plate of the camera. It was in effect a miniature 
camera. 

Now here is something just as impogtant to use 
with it. It is an instantaneous’ shutter. It 
used to be that the operator worked the 
slide with his hand, which combined’ with the neces- 
sity of watching and judging the object, 

MADE AN INSTANTANEOUS PHOTOGRAPH 
a very uncertain thing. A notice that this 
piece of brass mechanism fits over the lens of 
the camera, and is perfectly light tight when not 
taking the picture.“ ä 

The mechanism of the instrument consisted of a 

piece of brass, one side of which was the arc of a 
circle and the other side was cut 
into two smaller semi-circies, resembling 
somewhat a cross «ection of a pair of round saddle- 
dle bags. the slit bet veen the smaller circles gradu- 
ally diminishing to the top, where the solid brass 
omy them together, and where they worked 
mack and forward easily on a pivot. 
The smaller circles just fitted over 
the lens, and when one was over the lens the other 
was on top of the instrument, but by touching a 
spring the brass pieces were instantly reversed. It 
is in the act of this reversing movement 
that the open slit pisses across the 
lens and the photograph is taken. 
The spring is worked not by the hand touching it, 
but by a rubber bulb and tube connecting the bulb 
with the spring. A g@ntle pressure of the bulb 
raises the spring instantly, the shutters reverse po- 
sition and the picture is taken. 

“You see. I can stand behind the camera,” con- 
tinued the doctor,“‘look through the ‘finder’, sqpeze 
the bulb at the right moment, and the photograph 
is taken. Another important item is the shape of 
the slit. It used to be that we could never get cloud 
effects in instantaneous pictures, because 
the clouds only require about half as much expos- 
ure as common objects, aud hence witha shutter 
with an opening the same size throughout, only a 
white sky was obtained. This slit gradually 
diminishes toward the top, and hence the 
clouds get. only about half as much exposure as the 
lower subjects.” 

“Are good results obtained from instantaneous 
photography now.” 

Excellent. You know photography is used in 
nearly all scientific researches. It is valuable to the 
astronomers in taking observations of astronomical 
phenomena, in transits and other things requiri 

uick work. It is used in surgery, and by the use o 

minutest objects may 
in enlarged form 
at one’s leisure. 
I have a series of pictures of a dog jumping over a 
fence, from the time he crouched to spring until he 
landed on the other side. A friendof mine who 
has nn in In by the use of 
a telescope and an electric wire 
has been enabled to some interesting photo- 
graphs of wild animals in motion. By placing his 
camera in a position and running a wire con- 
nected with sp to his own point of observa- 
tion, he obtain — views of wei 
animals. One of nem is a splendid 
view of a tiger springing on the back of a deer. I 
can easily take photographs from a rapidly-moving 
train. All I need is a glimpse of the object. The 
rapidit of the shutter can be regulated.“

exhaust of a locomotive in motion in such a manner 
as to tell at once what kind of coal she was burn- 


ing.
